sembly today to stay out until 
the Hungarian question is off the 
agenda. 
Imre Horvath, foreign piinlster 
of the Russian-supported Buda­ 
pest regime, led his entire dele­ 
gation out ol the assembly at the 
start of this morning’s session 
after a brief statement from the 


rostrum. 
The assembly was debating a 
re.solution sponsored by the Ifnit- 
ed States and 18 other countries 
uhich would condemn Russia for 
its brutal suppression of the Hun* 
ganan revolt and call on the So* 
\iet Union to get its troops out 
of Hungary under UN observa­ 
tion.

Horvath told the assembly its 
“continued efforts to intervene in 
the internal affairs” ot his coun­ 
try were “ incompatible with the 
sovereignty” of Hungary. 
“The Hungarian delegation.” he 
said, “ came here to discuss fun-

lems.”

U nited Press this m orning said his eviction was 
the first reported case of its kind in England or 
France, where the failure of the U. S. to support the 
invasion of Ekypt has aroused animosity. 
Because it was the first, all the wire services 
carried the story flashing it throughout the world. 


No Liking 


It was the Bristol m ajor’s rent collector. U nited 
Press reported, who ordered him out, stating: 
“In view of the despicable conduct of the U nited 
States and the consequent profound contem pt that 
I, in com m on with many m illions of my fellow 
countrym en, feel for that country and its nationals, 
I am not prepared to allow an A m erican to occupy 
any property over which I have control.” 
Major Sabatini said he has found new quarters 
with a landlord who is not “anti-Am erican.” 
For two years, since his assignm ent with the 
Am erican diplom atic c o r p s , the Bristol officer has 
rented the house, in an aristocratic section of London. 


Entertained 


His assignm ent in London included w elcom ing 
prom inent Am ericans and looking after their com ­ 
fort. He was trained for the post in W ashington, D. C., 
after m anaging the base club at Bolling Air Force 
in the national capital. 
He has been in the service since entering the 
Arm y a month before the Pearl Harbor attack, as 
one of the nation’s first draftees. 
Major Sabatini’s parents, of the W ilson avenue 
address, are Mr. and Mrs, N icholas Sabatini. Mr. 
Sabatini is a retired contractor. The officer has a 
brother, Frank, 39, who m anages the accouning d e­ 
partm ent of the Ryan Aircraft firm in California. 


Due Home 


W hen notified of her son’s part in the “diplo­ 
matic incident” this m orning by a Courier and Tim es 
reporter, Mrs, Sabatini said she had been expecting 
him to arrive hom e on Friday for a Christmas 
holiday.
